Steel Workers' Hospitalization 
Plan Goes Into Effect Here

As result of a last-minute reversal of an approving permit 
the Columbia Steel' Employees' Hospitalization Plan was launches 
June 1 with only the workers themselves as beneficiaries, It was 
learned Monday from J. H. HanUs, chairman of the board of 17
directors In charge of the Plan.

Hanks Eald that despite the 
decision of the Sacramento head­ 
quarters of the State Insurance 
Commissioner not to endorse the 
Plan that was to have provided 
coverage for both 'workers and 
their, families after Fuch approval 
had been signified by the Los 
Angeles office of the state of­ 
ficial, nearly 300 steel employees 
have retained memberships In 
the service.

"The entire Plan has been re 
written," Hanks' said, "to cover 
employees only until such time 
aa the state law is amended itn 
include workers' dependents. We 
are not the only group affected 
by the Interpretation given th 
utate law by the state insur­ 
ance commissioner and other 
larger groups are now' seeking 
such an amendment.

"The 'Plan, as re-written, calls 
for complete coverage to steel 
employees at a cost of $1.50 per 
month which is the lowest In 
the state," Chairman Hanks con 
tinued. "It includes all surgical 
and hospital expense In cases of 
sickness as well as accidental in­ 
juries. It also covers doctors' 
calls at home, office or hospital 
except In a few instances. 
Hospitalization Plan subscriber 
Is entitled to the services of the 
doctor and hospital of his choice 
anywhere In the world.'

Hanks said that less than 10 
percent of the original subscrib­ 
ers to the Plan that was to have 
Included dependents as well as 
the workers themselves had 
dropped out of the list when It

only would benefit under the re­ 
vised plan.
